WILSON LAW DEFICIT WIPED OUT. 


Comparative Figures on Custom and 


Internal Revene Receipts for the 


Month of August Showing 


Bright Prospects. 


Wilmington, Sept. 3.—The Dingley law 


i, more than filling the predictions which 


•ALTO made by its advocates. It was not 
diiimeu by those who were most earnest 
in its support that the law would produce 
during the first lew months of its opera 
tioii, an amount equivalent to that which 
was'raised by the Wilson law during the 
corresponding period of any year during 
which the Wilson law was -on the statute 
books 
The gratification that the treas 


ury officials felt, therefore, when the offi- 
cial statement showed that the customs 
receipts yesterday were in excess of those 
of August 31 of lust year was very great. 
The receipts from customs on August 31, 
lilifj, was $310,137.38, while the receipts 
of August 31, 18&7, were ^338,395.90, a 
gain of $2S,458.52. 


It is true that the receipts during the 


two months of the present fiscal year are 
considerably below those yielded by the 
•ffilioii law Juring the corresponding pe- 
riod of last year; but the amount of reve- 
nue, both from customs and int.-rnal 
sources, is sufficient to convince the treas- 
ury officials thab the Dingley law will 
provn all that was claimed for it as a rev- 
enue producer. 


JJuriug the month of July, 1890, the re- 


ceipts from customs were $13,17,330. For 
the corresponding month this year they 
were $lti,U'Jii,bt)l, the largo Increase of al- 
most J5.0uu.000 being due to importations 
made in, anticipation of the passage of 
the Dingley bill. These anticipatory im- 
portations were, it may be noted, chiefly 
wool, woolen goods and sugar. 


The internal revenue receipto during 


July, lbU7. were far above the average of 
monthly receipts from that source. They 
agKfKatod $lii,707,S31, being more than 
>.j,0f'ii.nun greater than they wore for the 
corresponding month of last year. 
This 


increase was due to the large purchases of 
boar stuups by brewers, the purchases be- 
\-ji> made to taku advantage of the 1l< por 
c.nt dt-count which tha Dingley law 
abolished. 


Uniting Augu«t this year, the revenue 


fMiii customs amounted to $6,037,702, 
but fvon that stun is greater than was ex- 
pprtid by the advocates of the Dingley 
l.iw. 
The customs receipts for August of 


U=t jf.ir were 813,329,495. Despite tho

There is no sugar or wool be- 
ing imported into this country at present, 
the de-ilers in these two artiolas having so 
increased their supply in anticipation of 
tbo new tariff law that they will be able 
to meet all demands without further 1m- 
port,iti"ns for sornf tiine to come.

•Mil bo imported into this country for a 
yc.ir, and the best estimates I have been 
able to obtain on sngar jead me to believe 
that the snpnly of tint article will not 
need, replenishing from foreign countries 
for at least six months to' oome. 


'I think $18(1,000,000 would ba a low 


estimate of the revnue which the Dingley 
aw will produce during the first year of 
ts operattOD. During the succeeding fis- 
cal year I am of the opinion that the re- 
ceipts under the new law will run up to 
5220,000,000. The customs receipts un- 
der the Wilson law for the fiscal year of 


1897 were $176,554,126, and for the fiscal 
year of 1893 they were 8100,021,703. 
The 


880,000,000 which I anticipate will be re- 
ceived from customs this year will consid- 
erably exceed the cuatoms revenue of the 
Wilson law during any single year of Ita 
operation. This result will be very grati- 
fying to tho friends of the Dtngley law, 
as it will be a practical assuiance tbat 
the law will, in tho following years, pro- 
duce ample revenue to meet all tho ex- 
penditnrps of the government."

has H State Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
The bureau has done the cause of truth 
and righteousness a service by turning on 
the light so that the people could eee the 
misrepresentation which the Alliance or- 
ators have put forth regarding mortgages 
on farm property in that state. It has 
been said that Illinois was deep down in 
mortgages. Now, what are the facts as 
shown by the labor bureau? Here they 
are: Number of acres of farm land in the 
state, <i4,081,180; of this domain, 7,976,566 
acres are mortgaged. There are 90,480 
mortgagee and the amount represented 
is 8123,7a3,008. The yearly product from 
these mortgaged farms is 872,299,603, or 
about three-fifths of the principal of the 
entire mortgage indebtedness. In other 
words the products of the mortgaged 
farms for two years would more than pay 
principal and interest. This is a good 
showing. The agriculturists, as a rule 
stand well in this country. The rapid 
growth ot manufactories and increase in 
the number oC operatives give a good 
home market, while improved machinery 
and a fsrtil soil makes the American 
farmer the feeder of the world.

4,500,000 ounces ot eilver per month at 
the market price, not to exceed 81.00 for 
372.25 groins of pure silver, asd to issue 
in payment for each silver bullion treas- 
ury notes, which notes are redeemable on 
demand in silver coin. The Secretary of 
the Treasury, until July 1, 1892, ie re- 
quired to coin each month 2,000,000 
ounoeB>f this silver bullion, no pur- 
chased, into standard silver doUars. Af- 
ter that time he is to coin as many stand- 
ard silver dollars as may be required tor 
the redemption ot the silver tiea 
notes.

Home. 


At the meeting of the Industrial and 


Charitable Union yesterday, Mrs. Johns 
read a report showing what has been 
done at tlie Anna B. Millikin Home, Ibe 
figures are interesting. 


The average number of persons cared 


tor at the Industrial. Home since its 
opening, throe months ago, is llj^ a 
month; the largest number at any one 
time, 15; 19 different persons have been 
oared.for tor a time. Of these seven 
were from two weeks to 10 years -old. 
Three ot the adult inmates arc, by age or 
sickness, incapacitated for any work that 
is helpful to the matron. 


The entire expense of providing for 
this family, inolnding salaries of super- 
intendent and assistant, baa been $311.79 
for three months. The average cost per 
capita for inmates ot the house has been 
$9.72 per, month. As the salaries remain 
the same for a large as for a small num- 
ber, the average will decrease as the 
number of inmates increases. The av- 
erage cost per capita, exclusive of sala- 
ries, is not quite $6 a month, which un- 
doubtedly shows careful and economical 
management < by 
the 
superintendent. 


There have been some donations of fruit 
and vegetables not included in the above 
average, but these are more than offset 
by the fruit and vegetables canned and 
dried, and stored for winter use. 
The amount due the home for the three 


months from the county and friends of 
inmates is 8314.20, leaving a balance in 
favor of the home of 83.B4 after all expen- 
ses are paid. We cannot expeot, how- 
ever, that so large n part of the expenses 
will often be paid by friends of inmates. 
The amount paid out for furniture, bea- 


ding, kitchen utensils, linen, etc., is 
868. 66. All other furniture has been do- 
nated, but there is'still great need of 
kitchen utensils, table linen and bed- 
ding. 
The work required in the care ot tho 


house and. family can scarcely be con. 
. 
ceived of by anyone who is not a frequent 
and interested visitor.

-manufacturers of that article are actually 


Invading foreign markets. 


The sliver organs have thrown up their 


hands. A yrar ago they were loudly in- 
sisting that nothing but tho free coinage 
of silver could bring prosperity. Mean- 
time silver has not only been rejected but 
has fallen cearly one fourth in value, yet 
today thesa same organs are publishing 
column after column and pnpe upon page 
of news showing prosperity in every lino 
of production, manufacture and general 
business. 


Grocery stores are good Indications of 


trade among the working people. 
The 


"Wholesale Grocer," published in Chi- 
cago, has made a canvass of grocery job- 
bers in 27 states, and 70 per cent of tbo 
total number report marked and definite 
improvement in their line of business 
In tbe east 65 per cent report "good 
times:" iu the southern state" 64 per 
cent, in the western states 70 per [cent, 
and in tbe central states 95 per lent. 


Only eighteen million dollars' worth of 


foreign goods remained in tbebondid 
warehouses of the country at tho end of 
the fi3-.il year 1897, while at correspond- 
ing date in 189G, the amount in the bond- 
ed warehouses was over fifty million. 
This shows how thoroughly tho importers 
bad swept the world for goods which 
would bo affected 
by tho new tariff law, 


and explains the light importations, and 
smell collections of customs duties during 
tbo first month of tho new law. 


Lest any free silver orator should bo 


tempted to brush up for use in fall cam- 
paigns those dusty old tables which try to 
establish that farm products and silver go 
hand in hand, it 
may be well enough to 


mention that recent figures Issued by tbo 
government at Washington show that '.li- 
ver, which was worth 69 cents per fine 
ounce in New York/ in August, 1896, is 
now worth but 58 cents, while wheat, 
which was then worth 65 cents, is now 
selling past a dollar. 


Tbe few people wb'o are still discussing 


the question of whether we should haio 
tho free coinage of silver in the "United 
States and its probable effect upon our 
bueireis relations with foreign countries, 
wil1 be interested to know that out of the 
$1,817 000,000 tc which our foreign 3om- 
morce amounted to last year SI 243,000,- 
000 was with European nations, all of 
which are gold standcrd countries, while 
only $260,000,000 was with couth Amer- 
ica and Asia, nowjtbo chief silver using 
countries o/ the world. 


Will the Trick Work? 


Last fall the Review had a method of 


fooling 
the laboring men that didn't 


work, and It has another plan now which 
promises no better success. 


During tbe free silver campaign, that 


paper, taking ita cue from the campaign- 
ers, Insisted that the employers of labor 
were bulldosing their workmen by giving 
them the choice of voting for MoKInley 
or losing their jobs; that the working 
men were protecting themselves by wear- 
Ing McKinley buttons on the lapel of 
their coats, while underneath their vests 
they wore Bryan buttons; that the but- 
ton under their vests represented their 
politics, while the button on their coats 
represented their jobs. This trick was 
carried so far that on one occasion in a 
Popooratio parade a large space was left in 
which a banner was earned upon which 
was an inscription bearing the informa- 
tion that tbe space represented the place 
of the wcrklngmen who dared not march 
for fear of losing their jobs. By this trick 
to fool workingmen tbe Review insulted 
them as It put them in the position of 
practicing tbo worst sort of treachery. 
It 


did not work, as tho returns from the 
eleot'cn showed. The work ni mat h d 
been deceived by the promises ot the party 
the Review represents, in 189U, and they 
did not propose to be fooled again by the 
same people. 


Tbe present scheme ijf that paper is to 


assume that the Republican, and the Re- 
publican party, for that matter, is hostile 
to labor because it does not endorse all the 
moves made by' Debs, Sovereign ond 
Ratchford in the name of labor, but iu a 
xeoent article argues Itself out of con, t. 
In order to prove that the miners of ttie 
country do not receive sufficient work and 
wages it quotes the statement of a man 


, 


rtnte are poorly paid and many of them 
have work only two or three days in » 
week. It argues from this that those who 
oppcfB tbo present sttlUe are the enemies 
of labor, while, as a matter of fact, the 
statement only proves that those who de- 
plore the strike at this time are correct. 


No one insists that the miners receive 


as much for their labor as they ought to 
to bo comfortable; and nobody insists that 
three days work a week is enough for a 
miner, neither does anyone insist that i 
is a pood thing to have three million peo 
pie with no work at all. 


Ad to the miner who is only getting two 


or three fiaj-s work a week, a strike wil 
not give him any more work. That mus 
be done by increasing the Cemand for coa 
and a strike is antagonistic to an increas 
in tbo demand for anything, so it could 
not help that class of miners. A strike 
cannot give the idle miner employment 
and it cannot give the other three million 
idle men employment. 


Those who dopioro the present strike 


aro tho friend? of labor and not its ene- 
mies and »ro not trying to deceive labor 
for political purposes 
They are as much 


interested in tbo three million idle.men 
getting work as they are in good pay for 
these who are fortunate enough to have 
work, ami if, us claimed by tho Review - 
and which it seems to be trying to prove, 
when ovnybody admits it— that there is 
not work enough for all the miners they, 
are right about it.

Fin-proof BntldlnR Material. 


A Bostonian claims to have invented 


a new building' material which is fire 
proof. It is a combination of puher- 
ized stone, coal, cinders, sawdust, mag-- 
nesia, and two unknown chemicals. 
When in a semi-liquid state it is made 
into molds and hardens in 2i hours 
There is no burning, the set being a 
chemical one. Various substances may 
be used as a base for this compound 
Pulverized marble chips yield a prod- 
uct apparently like natural marble; 
when poured on a glass plate a gooc 
polish results -without further treat 
ment, and by using polished brass 
molds any shape may be obtained. For 
fireproofing blocks coal cinders and 
eawdust are employed.

Mr. Gorin was a youth of 16 years when

During tbe suc- 
ceding two years be studied law, and 
was admitted to the bar before ( Judge 
treat in 1842, after'wbioh he spent one 
winter In Scotland county, Mo. Return- 
n(f to Decatur, he formed a partnership 
with Judge Charles- Emerson, and later 
with Judge Kirby Benedict, who was a'- 
erward made dislrict judge of New Mex- 
oo. Mr. Gorin became oity olerk and at- 
torney In 1860, and held that office for 
our years. He had previously served for 
oine time as justice of the peace.

next formepd a partnership with Judge 
Arthur .T. Gallagher, which connection 
was continued until 1861, when Mr.Gorln 
entered the bank of Milllkln & Odor as 
ts cashier. Tho hank was established in 
861, and tboagn he formed a connection 
with it he continued to serve as oity clerk 
,nd attorney. 
Aftar about four years be 


became a partner in tbe bunk, and con- 
tinued to serve an Its cashier until 1881, 
when ho retired from tbo business, and 
the firm of Gorin & Bills was formed. 
They engaged in hanking and the ital es- 
tate and loan business for two years 
In 


1383 the bank of Gorin & Dawson was es- 
tablished, with Mr. Gorin as president. 
?or several years he devoted his attention 
to that enterprise, but after a time sold 
out to L. B. Casnor, and n yo^r later it 
was merged Into tho Citizens' National 
)ank, of which Mr.Gorin was an inoorpo- 
rator and became Its first president. 
Af- 


ter a year he disposed of bis interests, and 
since 18.93 had not been in active busi- 
ness. Foi 30 years he was prominently 
identified with tho banking interests of 
Decatur and aided in establishing two of 
the leading financial institutions of tbi° 
city. 


Mr. Gorin was married In Decatur 


April 1, 1845, to Miss Eleanor D. Faw 
oett, who was born in Virginia, and was a 
daughter of Isaac and Rebecca Fawcott. 
i'hey have six children: Mary Emma, 
wife of C. C. Mlddleton, of Dallas, Tex.; 
Orvilla B., Cashier of Mllllken's bank; 
Ida B., wife of W. C. Armstrong, of Do- 
oatur; Jerome P., t»ho is in charge of a 
patent for weaving carpets in New York 
oity; Mattie A., at homo, and Honry 


ladden, of Chicago. 
Mr. Gorin served ono session in the 


state ligislature in lbu(3-57, aud during 
that time was made disbursing agent of 

Kidgely Wagon Koiui, which wa>- 
building a rond Icr tho government fr.m 
St. Paul and Ft. Kldgoly to the Missouri 
river. During that time he had un oilico 
in St. Paul for about a year, after which 
the project was abandoned.

bus been un active member of the First 
Methodist "Episcopal church for many 
years ana since 1801 has been officially 
connected with it. Ho has given munh 
attention ta Sunday school work, has 
served as president of tho state Sunday 
schocl association, was on tho executive 
committee, and for ten years served as 
president of tbo county Sunday school as- 
sociation. 
He has also taken an active 


part in tho Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation. 
IE politics ho wns formerly an 


old lino Whig; be then for many years 
voted with tho Republican party, but 
lately a Prohibitionist. He was tho oldest 
member of Maoon Lodge, No. 8 A. F. & 
A. M., which he ioinod October 18, 1841. 
Ho was its Master for seven consecutive 
years, until elected Grand Master of the 
etuta. He was, High Priest of Macon Chap 
ter and Km. Commander of Bcauinauolr 
Commandery. No. 9, K. T. In 18U7 and 
1868 he was Grand Master of tho Grand 
Lodge of Illinois. He took the thirty-sec 
ond degree of Masonry in April, 1860, in 
tho Consistory Valley, of Chicago.

has given much of bis time timo to Ma- 
eon lo work,in which he was deeply interest- 
ed.
